Suburbs Start Post- War Planning; 

Civic Projects "To Cost Millions 



Concurrent with Philadelphia's 
post-war plans for moderinzlng the 
city, its four most important ad- 
joining suburbs are planning the 
expenditure of millions to make 
their communities more desirable 
as residential areas. 

The suburban plan embraces the 
widening, extension and repair of 
highways, building of new schools 
and municipal building, extension 
and enlarging of sewer systems, de- 
velopment and improvement of 
park and recreation facilities, con- 
struction of incinerators and strict 
enforcement of building codes and 
zoning regulations. 

Upper Darby Township's pressing 
problem now is trash and garbage 
disposal. At the present time, eight 
trucks service the entire community 
and at the^end of each trip must 
make a one-hour trip to a dump in 
Collingdale Borough. For this rea- 
son, the first thing on Upper Dar- 
by's post-war program is the erec- 
tion of an incinerator. Land for 
this project has already been pur- 
chased in the lower end of the 
township, and the cost Is expected 
to be around $200,000. 



A broad and comprehensive plan 
of park and recreation area de- 
velopment is considered by town- 
ship officials as a vital step in the 
community's growth. A few years 
ago they spent $500 to have a sur- 
vey made by the National Recre- 
ation Association; and plan to fol- 
low its ii commendations as quick- 
ly and as fullj as possible. At the 
present time only 50 acres of Up- 
per Darby's 7.40 square miles of 
territory is in park lands, but the 
plans call for more than 100 ad- 
ditional acres and the expansion 
and redesign of present facilities. 
Lower Merion 

In Lower Merion Township, 
Montgomery County, an overall 
plan for community development 
was outlined in 1937 by the town- 
ship's planning commission under 
the direction of a paid planning 
expert, Henry D. Harral. Many of 
the recommendations made then 
have sines been carried out. The 
township has built a modern in 
cineralor, has purchased 170 acres 
of park land, has made its zoning 
and building regulations highly re 



strictive. 

Future plans, whose cost is esti- 
mated at five million dollars in- 
clude widening and improving the 
township's 153 miles of roads, ex- 
tensions of the sewer system to a 
few outlying sections not now 
serviced, an addition to the town- 
ship building In Ardmore to ex- 
pand police facilities and provide 
needed additional space for town- 
ship offices, and extensive develop- 
ment of the areas now devoted to 
parks. This last project will en- 
compass the building of tennis 
courts, ball diamonds and other 
outdoor sports facilities, and the 
erection of' recreation buildings in 
each pa.'k area with Indoor recre 
ation and washroom provisions. 

One of Lower Merlon's most 
pressing problems is that of ade- 
quate parking provisions In the 
business sections of Ardmore, Bryn 
Mawr and Bala-Cynwyd. This has 
been under discussion for several 
year:', and numerous solutions have 
been investigated. The business 
areas are small and congested,

Suburbs Start Post- War Planning; 

Civic Projects* To Cost Millions 



Concurrent with Philadelphia's 
post-war plans for moderinziug the 
city, its four most important ad- 
Joining suburbs are planning the 
expenditure of millions to make 
their communities more desirable 
as residential areas. 

The suburban plan embraces the 
widening, extension and repair of 
highways, building of new schools 
and municipal building, extension 
and enlarging of sewer systems, de- 
velopment and improvement of 
park and recreation facilities, con- 
struction of incinerators and strict 
enforcement of building codes and 
zoning regulations. 

Upper Darby Township's pressing 
problem now is trash and garbage 
disposal. At the present time, eight 
trucks service the entire community 
and at theiend of each trip must 
make a one-hour trip to a dump in 
Colllngdale Borough. For this rea- 
son, the first thing on Upper Dar- 
by's post-war program is the erec- 
tion of an incinerator. Land for 
this project has already been pur- 
chased In the lower end of the 
township, and the cost is expected 
to be around $200,000. 



A broad and comprehensive plan 
of park and recreation area de- 
velopment is considered by town- 
ship officials as a vital step in the 
community's growth. A few years 
ago they spent $500 to have a sur- 
vey made by the National Recre- 
ation Association, and plan to fol- 
low its it commendations as quick- 
ly and as fullj as possible. At the 
present time only 50 acres of Up- 
per Darby's 7.40 square miles of 
territory is in park lands, but the 
plans call for more than 100 ad- 
ditional acres and the expansion 
and redesign of present facilities. 
Lower Merion 

In Lower Merion Township, 
Montgomery County, an overall 
plan for community development 
was outlined in 1937 by the town- 
ship's planning commission under 
the direction of a paid planning 
expert, Henry D. Harral. Many of 
the recommendations made then 
have slnc9 been carried out. The 
township has built a modern In- 
cinerator, has purchased 170 acres 
of park land, has made its zoning 
and building regulations highly re-

Evidently discussed by the citi- 
zens and the candidates as not be- 
ing penitent to a local issue were 
the charges made early in the cam- 
paign that Duer and Walzer were 
both off the Republican registration 
for a time. However, both men are 
now registered Republican, and 
both, apparently, are willing to 
agree if one made a mistake so did 
the other, the result being a tie 
score. 

Meanwhile, county leaders are re- 
ported as remaining neutral in the 
contest, stating that it was strictly 
a neighborhood matter.

Future plans, whose cost is esti- 
mated at five million dollars in- 
clude widening and improving the 
township's 153 miles of roads, ex- 
tensions of the sewer system to a 
few outlying sections not now 
serviced, an addition to the town- 
ship building in Ardmore to ex- 
pand police facilities and provide 
needed additional space for town- 
ship offices, and extensive develop- 
ment of the areas now devoted to 
parks.

Just in case you'd forgotten, we 
have a date next Tuesday.

Usual large majorities at the Pri- 
mary Election next Tuesday for 
candidates on the Regular Repub- 
lican Organization slate were pre- 
dicted today by Campaign Chair- 
man, Russell E. Crawford, as a 
spirited campaign, underway for 
the past month, drew near its close.

It was emphasized that the photo- 
static copies will only be made for 
use in obtaining copies of Birth, 
Marriage and Death Certificates and 
for establishing evidence of military 
service In connection with the filing 
of claims for any rights or benefits 
to which the individuals mentioned 
above may be entitled under the 
State or Federal laws. 

The Commissioners also pointed 
out that the services of Hemmerly's 
office are available to all individuals 
who have served or are now serving 
in the Armed Forces of the United 
States for information or assistance 
in filing claims for benefits of in- 
surance to which they or their de- 
pendents may be entitled.

Activity — The Essence of Happiness 

In a small wooden bouse at 
Poughkeepsie, New York, lives a 
courageous man. He walks a bit 
slowly, but that is my story. 

His name is Maynard T. Joy. 

One day a coal truck, came roar- 
ing down upon him, and hurled 
him twenty feet. He was picked 
up, rushed to a hospital, and oper- 
ater on. When he "was better, the 
doctor came hesitatingly to his bed- 
cide. And then hef'told him what 
he hadn't been able to bring him- 
self to tell before. 

Maynard Joy would recover from 
his wounds and lacerations and 
broken bones, but he would be 
blind. Maynard Joy was shocked, 
crushed. But not beaten, for a 
spirit like Maynard Joy's is never 
beaten. He told me. 

"At first, I refused to do any of 
the things that a blind man must 
do. I just wouldn't be classed as 
a blind man. But I knew that I 
would always be blind, and that I 
must adjust myself to new condi- 
tions." 

He came to New York, to the 
American Foundation for the Blind, 
to try out a typewriter which would 
write in Braille. He had never seen 
such a typewriter, so a woman 
demonstrated it for him. The ma- 
chine was so difficult to operate 
that Maynard Joy w^s struck with 
an idea. There should be a small, 
portable operated typewriter for 
tho blind. 

Discouragement tumbled down 
upon him like water on the rocks 
below Niagara Falls. But he was 
equal to them. He made a machine. 
It was crude, almost as noisy as the 
one he had had demonstrated to 
him. 

He made another. It was better.

solved. While no definite plans for 
coping with the situation have 
have been made, township officials 
recognize that it is one of the ma- 
jor points to be settled after the 
war. 

Haverford 

In Haverford Township, Dela- 
ware County, post-war plans lay 
tho major emphasis on develop- 
ment of extensive park and recre- 
ation facilities. The township al- 
ready owns 100 acres of land which 
will lend itself to park and play- 
ground development, much of it 
along Cobbs reek. This acreage, 
added to the playgrounds and park 
areas already in use, will give Hav- 
erford Township a highly creditable 
proportion of recreation space on a 
basis of its area and population, 
according to recommendations of 
tho National Recreation Associa- 
tion. The township's population 
now stands In the neighborhood of 
32,000 with a township area of 10 
square miles. 

Other post-war plans of Haver- 
ford Township include construc- 
tion or sewers in the Bon Air and 
Eagle Farms sections, where sewer 
connections do not now exist, re- 
pairing and widening the township's 
125 miles of roads, possibly a now 
township administration building 
and an addition to the present po-

Cheltenham 
A comprehensive, long-term plan 
for postwar development is being 
worked out in Cheltenham Town- 
ship, Montgomery County, where 
Township Manager Harold C. Pike 
has organized a Post-war planning 
Commission comprising representa- 
tives of the township governing 
board, school board, zoning com- 
mission, civilian defense organiza- 
tions, churches and civic associa- 
tions. 

As a start on its development 
program. Chelenham has filed with 
the Public Reserve Agency .in 
Washington a list of the projects 
which are considered most impor- 
tant. 

Topping the list is an incinerator, 
expected to cost about $200,000. 
Five years ago a bond issue desig- 
nated to cover tho cost of construc- 
nated to cover the cost of construct- 
ing an incinerator was defeated, 
but the need for it is becoming 
more and more pressing, accord- 
ing to Pike, and he believes that 
an- educational campaign must be 
instituted to bring home to the 
township residents the desirability 
of hav'ng a township incinerator. 

Among the other projects on the 
list are a new township adminis- 
tration building to relieve present 
over-crowded conditions. 

Completion of the township's 
sewer system at an estimated cost 
of $250,000, is another project filed 
by the township.

RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — In 17 States of Eastern shortage area A-6 
coupons are now good- In states outside of the Eastern shortage 
area A-7 coupons are good through September 21. All gasoline 
coupons in the possession of car owners must be endorsed with 
the owner's license and state of registration. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons in old rations remain good 
through September 30. Period 1 coupons in new rations are 
good through December. Occupants of oil-heated homes are 
urged to return their applications for next year's fuel oil to their 
ration boards promptly and when issued new rations to place 
orders with their dealers for .summer fill-ups. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 14 good for 5 pounds through Oc- 
tober. Stamps Nos. 1 5 and 16 good for 5 pounds each for home 
canning purposes through October 31. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 is good for l pair through October 
31. 

STOVES — Consumer purchases of rationed stoves must be 
made with a certfiicate obtained at local War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards. 

MEATS, FATS — Red stamps X, Y and Z are good through 
October 2. Brown stamp A becomes good September 12 and re- 
mains good through October 2. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue stamps R, S"and T expire 
September 20. U, V and W now good, expire October 20. 

TO START USING RATION BOOK III 

The first brown "point stamp" in War Ration Book II will 
become valid September 12. This Stamp, A, is good for 16 
points through October 2- Brown Stamps will become valid on 
successive Sundays and will always expire on the Saturday near-, 
est the end of the month. They will be used for rationing meats, 
fats, oils, canned fish, cheese, canned milk, and all other com- 
modities now rationed with red stamps in War Ration Book II. 
The small stamps bearing pictures of field guns, tanks, ships and 
airplanes are not yet in use. Anyone who has not received 
Book III may obtain one by applying to his local ration board. 

OVERSEAS CHRISTMAS MAIL 

More than 10 million individual Christmas parcels for over- 
seas soldiers are expected in the mailing period, September 15 
to October 15. The Army Postal Service will need the full co- 
operation of the mailing public if packages are to reach soldiers 
in time. The public is asked to be sure to put the correct over- 
seas mailing addresses on the packages and to wrap them se- 
curely, but in such a manner as to permit inspection prior to their 
dispatch. Every overseas package must be opened, inspected, 
and re-wrapped at the Port of Embarkation. The Army Postal 
Service and the U. S. Post Office Department strongly urged 
that packages be mailed September 15 or immediately thereafter. 

RATION POINT CHANGES 

Reflecting an improvement in civilian meat supplies, the 
ration cost of "most lamb and bacon cuts, sirloin steak, and rib 
roasts has been reduced from one to two points for September. 
In addition, several variety meats also have lower point values. 
Creamery butter increased two points to 12 points per pound. 
Country butter, however, has been assigned a value of six points 
per pound. The purchasing power of meats — fats stamps in 
September will be a little larger than in August because the de- 
crease in meat point values more than cancels the higher ration 
cost of creamery butter. 

NURSE CORPS FUNDS APPROVED 

Funds have been approved to provide complete tuition, 
fees, stipends, maintenance, and uniforms for an anticipated 10,- 
1 75 student members of the U. S- Cadet Nurse Corps. Over 500 
State accredited schools of nursing have applied to the U. S. 



Public Health Servicefor participation in the program. To date, 
67 have been approved.

HOME FRONT PLEDGE" 

A nation-wide, cooperative campaign by homemakers and 
merchants to hold down the cost of living and combat black mar- 
kets is being conducted by volunteer civic committees in more 
than loo communities through local drives to secure signers for 
a "Home Front" pledge. Nearly one million pledges have been 
signed already. Those signing agree (1) "I will pay no more 
than top legal prices" and (2) "I will accept no rationed goods 
without giving up ration stamps." 

FOOD FOR FREEDOM 

Emblem of the government war food program is a market 
basket carried by an arm and hand obviously belonging to Uncle 
Sam. Over the basket is the theme "Food fights for freedom." 
Consumers, producers, processors, and distributors are asked to 
cooperate with the four "guides" to action: (1) produce (more 
food and of the right variety on farms and in Victory gardens) 
(2) conserve (don't waste it — preserve fresh perishables — eat 
the right foods, including substitutes); (3) share (with our 
fighters and allies — with on another) ; and (4) play square (co- 
operate with rationing and legal prices — place the war first and 
expect to adjust)-

September is the best time to 
move ferns, whether you take them 
from the woods or from the nurs- 
ery. So if you have a shady corner 
on the north side of the house 
where nothing will grow well try 
filling it in with these lovely green 
plants. 

Nearly all ferns need an acid soil. 
The Maidenhair will grow in a 
sweet soil so suit your ferns to 
the soil if you would have luxurant 
growth. 

There are two kinds of ferns, 
each requiring different treatment. 
Consequently the planting is of 
great importance. Those which 
grow from root stocks can be placed 
deep and firmed into the ground. 
Those rising from crowns should be 
planted with the crown level with 
the surface of the earth. If the

roots are soaked in water for a day 
to plump them they will start more 
quickly. 

You know a root stock is a thick 
root — a rhizome. The Beech fern 
is of this variety. 

A crown is a clumplike bunch of 
roots and stems. 

Both varieties can be divided and 
if you get largo clumps from the 
woods it's a good idea to do this 
because ferns spread and don't like 
to be too crowded. 

Keep them well watered for sev- 
eral weeks after they are first set 
out and cover them with a thick 
mulch of the leaves you rake from 
tho lawn. In other words, try to 
make their transplanted conditions 
as near like their natural ones as 
possible. i 

Fall is a good time to plant lily 
bulbs, too, and if you use care In 
choosing their environment you can 
rest assured that the bulbs will 
grow and blossom next year. 

Even if you buy tho bulbs from a 
perfectly reliable dealer it's a good 
idea to soak them in a disinfectant 
solution before planting. 

Dig the bed about four times as 
deep as the bulb is high. Cover 
with a thick layer of sand, put In 
tho bulbs, cover with more sand and 
then fill the bed with loose earth. 

If you are troubled with field 
mice sprinkle camphor flakes in the 
sand at tho bottom of the bed. 

Bo sure tho bed is well drained 
because water collecting around the 
bulbs is dangerous to lilies.
